REASONS 

1. The application fails to satisfy the requirements under Section 36(6) of 
the Patent Law, on the grounds that the specification and the drawing(s) are 
defective in the following respect. 

2. The inventions described in the following claims of the present 
application are unpatentable under Section 29(2) of the Patent Law, as being 
such that they could easily have been made by a person with ordinary skill in the 
art to which they pertain, on the basis of the inventions described in the following 
distributed publications or made available to the public in Japan or elsewhere 
prior to this application. 

REMARKS 

REASON l: CLAIMS 1 and 2. 

The category of the invention of "data structure" is unclear (violation of 
Section 36(h) of the Patent Law). 

The relationship between claim 1 and the inventive problem is unclear. 
In other words, the structure which allows the desired advantages (paragraphs 
[0361], [0383] and the like) to be achieved is not disclosed (violation of Section 
36(i) of the Patent Law). 



REASON 2: CLAIMS 1 and 3*6. 

See Reference 1. Reference 1 (FIG. 4) discloses a technique of recording 
and reproducing a packet bifurcated by a boundary of packs. (Bifurcation of the 
packet is well known as disclosed in the following Referential Documents.) 

It is therefore considered that a person skilled in the art could easily have 
accomplished the inventions of 1 and 3-6 on the basis of Reference 1 and the like.
